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ORGANIZATION OF NATIONAL YOUTH 
ADMINISTRATION COMMITTEES

During the last several months the various committees appointed 
to assist in formulating policies for the National Youth Administration 
program, to assist in relating the program to that of public schools, 
and to investigate work experience and related problems, have under- 
gone partial or complete reorganization. Existing committees are 
sketched below with the membership of the recently created Secondary 
School Work Council given in full. Relationships among this Council, 
the State Advisory Committee, and the California Joint Committee on 
Work Experience are maintained through interlocking memberships. 


The State Advisory Committee consists of representatives from 
lay, education, business, labor, agriculture, youth, Negro, and other 
groups. This Committee assists in formulating policies for the total 
NYA program in California. 

The College Work Council consists of representatives of four-year 


colleges and universities, and promotes educational relationships 
between the colleges and the NYA. 


The Secondary School Work Council is California’s adaptation of 
the national plan for state school work councils. The function of this 
eroup is to promote educational relationships between the secondary 
schools of California and the National Youth Administration. The 
Council will give its attention to the various aspects of the student work 
program, the out-of-school work program including related training 
and educational relationships involved in the local development of out- 
of-school work projects, and the implications of NYA activities for 
long-term planning for a total program of youth.

The California Joint Committee on Work Experience, with repre- 
sentatives from the various educational associations and agencies, grew 
out of the NYA committees developed last year. It directs its atten- 
tion to the issues growing out of the problem of work experience. The 
organization of this Committee, its personnel, and the specific tasks 
which it hopes to accomplish, are presented in an article in California 
Schools for August, 1941. 


The following principles of operation were formulated by a special 
committee composed by Rosco C. Ingalls, Earle E. Crawford, E. A. 
Cottrell, Guy W. Gerrard, and Dwayne Orton, Chairman: 

1. A program of work experience is valuable to the educational pro- 
cess because it makes contributions to individual development, not 
generally provided by the academic program. 

2. Social trends indicate desirability of incorporating work experi- 
ence in the educational program. 

3. Work experience in the educational program is essential to the 
training of the individual for worthy participation in a democracy. 

4, Work experience in the educational program will promote the 
possibility of individual employability and therefore increase 
industrial efficiency. 

5. Therefore, sound education includes an expanding work experi- 


ence program.

ANNUAL MEETING OF AMERICAN ASSOCIATION 
OF SCHOOL ADMINISTRATORS 


The annual meeting of the American Association of School Admin- 
istrators, which is one of the nation’s most important educational 
conferences, will be held in San Francisco, February 21 to 26, 1942. 
Numerous other meetings and conferences, under the auspices of other 
national organizations, are scheduled at the same time or for the days 
immediately preceding and following. The foremost educational 
authorities of the nation will be in attendance and will participate in 
the programs. Among the problems and issues which will receive 
consideration is the contribution the schools can and should make to 
national defense. 

In so far as possible, members of governing boards and school 
administrators will be desirous of attending the San Francisco con- 
ferences, and of effecting arrangements so that members of teaching 
staffs may also attend. In this connection, attention is called to 
School Code section 3.91, which states that ‘‘Boards of school trustees 
and city boards of education shall have power to declare a holiday in 
the public schools under their jurisdiction when good reason exists 
therefor.’’ 


FOR YOUR INFORMATION 
VOCATIONAL GUIDANCE MEETINGS 


Guidance workers in the public school systems of the state will 
have unusual opportunities to meet leaders in the field of vocational 
guidance during the sessions of the National Vocational Guidance Asso- 
ciation in San Francisco on February 18 to 20, 1942. The following 
major topics will be discussed during the two days: Conserving and 
Utilizing Our Human Resources Through Long-range Vocational Guid- 
ance and Planning; Utilizing the Resource of Individual Appraisal 
(in the Armed Services, in the Employment Service, in Educational 
Institutions, and in Industry) ; Utilizing the Resources of Occupational 
Research (in these same areas) ; Long-term Values for Occupational 
Adjustment in Defense Training. 

Harry M. Jager, Chief of the Occupational Information and Guid- 
ance Service of the United States Office of Education, will speak at one 
of the sessions on ‘‘The Place of the Federal Government in Promoting 
State Programs of Vocational Guidance.’’ 


FOUR REGIONAL MEETINGS OF 
CALIFORNIA SECONDARY PRINCIPALS 


The Association of California Secondary School Principals will 
hold four regional meetings during the spring of 1942 to take the 
place of the annual state-wide conference. Secondary school princi- 
pals in the San Francisco Bay area, including districts 2, 3, 4, 5, and 6, 
will meet in San Francisco on April 26, 1942. Principals from north- 
ern California, including districts 1, 7, 8, and 9, will meet in Redding. 
The members from the San Joaquin Valley, including districts 10, 11, 
12, and 13 will meet in Fresno, the date of the meeting to be announced 
later. Principals from the Central Coast area and southern Califor- 
nia, including districts 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, 21, will meet in Glen- 
dale on April 11, 1942. 


JOINT PLANNING FOR THE DAY CARE OF CHILDREN 


Extension of services for the day care of children whose mothers 
are employed has been made necessary by the national defense program. 
In many communities there are children living under conditions where 
supplementary or substitute care is necessary. With the increasing 
employment of women in national defense, more children are needing 
care, and the efforts of agencies which provide the various services for 
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children are severely taxed. As a means of co-ordinating the efforts of 
the various groups in the field, the federal agencies most concerned, 
the Children’s Bureau, the United States Office of Education, and the 
Works Projects Administration, have organized the Joint Planning 
Board for the Day Care of Children. 

The term ‘‘day care of children,’’ as used by the Joint Planning 
Board, embraces such education, health, and welfare activities as nurs- 
ery schools, nursery centers, day nurseries, homemaker’s service, and 
other similar activities which may be developed to meet emergency 
needs. 

It is intended that the Joint Planning Board will (1) plan steps 
which the three agencies can take to help the states to meet needs as 
they oceur; (2) consult and advise concerning maintenance of accepted 
standards of day care, especially under emergency conditions; and (3) 
give assistance and counsel in developing various day care services as 
these are needed in relation to the defense emergency. 

In order that it may serve effectively, the Joint Board needs infor- 
mation concerning new or intensified needs for day care, statements 
concerning situations making such care necessary, descriptions of ways 
in which it is being provided or planned for, and particularly accounts 
of steps being taken to co-ordinate services in providing this care. 


NEGRO EDUCATION WEEK, FEBRUARY 8-15, 1942 


The attention of the nation will be directed to the achievements of 
the American Negro during the observance of Negro History Week, 
February 8-15, 1942. The Negro’s place as a worker, artist, and 
musician, and his contribution to national advancement should be 
stressed in the public schools during the week. Materials that will aid 
in planning appropriate programs may be obtained from Carter G.
